@ pistilate variety, a very vigorous grower, the roots being very 1ong with numerous laterals. The foliage 
is abundant, free from rust, and covers the berries weli. Asa plant-maker itisin the same class as the 
“Crescent,” it will average thirty on every spring-set plant. The fruit stems are long and stocky, there 
being two or three on each plantin matted rows three iteet wide, and it perfects all its fruit when crossed 
by the ‘‘Sharpless” or other large and late staminates. The berries in size are between the ‘‘Sharpless”’ and 
the ‘ Crescent,’ their shape is conical, except the first berries. which are irregular. The color is bright 
red: In firmness they excell any variety we hove tried, retaining afresh and bright appearance for days 
after picking. They are as near rot-proof as any Strawberry can be, having picked and found them in good 
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condition when water has stodd in the path. The flavor is fine, being similar to wild varieties. The frult 
ripens five das later than ‘Buba.h,” and continues to bear very late in the season. I have tried ten of 
the leading kinds in the last twelve years, and the '‘Abundance’’ as a sure-cropper leads thomall.
